PITTSBURGH (UPI) — The 
federal governm ent prepared to­ 
day to intervene formally for 
the first tim e in the stalem at­ 
ed steel industry talks with only

the United Steelworkers union 
(USW) is free to strike. 


When 
negotiations 
resum e 
Monday after an E a ste r week­ 
end recess, F ederal Mediation 
Director William E. Simkin is 
expected at the bargaining ta­ 
ble. 


Simkin’s intervention em pha­ 
sized the im portance the John­ 
son adm inistration attaches to 
a strikeles-s settlem ent of t h e 
current contract hassle between 
the USW and the nation’s m a ­ 
jor steel producers. Government 
economists fear a walkout could 
deflate the nation’s 49-month- 
old period of steady economic 
prosperity. 


Strike Predicted 


Before word of Simkin’s plans 
was revealed F rid ay night in 
Washington, both industry and 
union sources predicted a strike 
when the contract runs out in 
14 days unless P resident John­ 
son took a direct hand to stop 
it.

Should Simkin’s efforts fail, 
Johnson could, as1 a last resort,
